Whole Subject Now Goes Before the 
House of Deputies — Discipline of 
Persons Marrying After Havlns Been

San Francisco, Oct. 10.—By a vote 


of 37 to 21. canon 36. which relates 
to the solemnization of marriage, was 
adopted by the Episcopal house of 
bishops. All 'of its provisions had 
previously been argued, except tUose 
contained in section 4, which forbade 
the marriage of persons divorced for 
ny cause not existing before mar- 
iage. "For any cause not existing 
jefore marriage" is understood to re- 
er to such causes as insanity, inabil- 
ty to execute a contract, the exist- 
ence of a living wife or husband or 
ike reasons, which practically render 
he marriage null and void. This sec- 
ion has been a bone of contention, a 
strong element in the church holding 
.hat the remarriage of the innocent 
party to a divorce granted oa the 
;round of infidelity should be forbid- 
den. 
The bishops have refused to ac- 


cept this view of the matter, liie ques- 
ion is by no means settled, as the 
whole subject is now to come up m 
the house of deputies, where it is ex- 
pected to cause a protracted debate. 
The bishops have yet to consider can- 
on 37, providing for the discipline of 
persons marrying after having been 
divorced. This will also cause lively 
discussion. 


Another important feature of the

W1U pftctlice in Licklnc sod adfolnUt 


ttrwial attention gives to eollw 


ana tke business «r «i 


Foreign Business Houses Not 


Wanted In Peking. 


CHINQ DEMANDS THEIR REMOVAL. 


BBnlsters Arrange For a Meeting to 


Circumvent the Request—Opportun- 
ity Afforded by the Protocol For 
Opening of Chinese Capital to Trade. 
Foreign Merchants a Necessity. 
Peking, Oct 10—Prince Ching has 


Written to the ministers of tfie powers 
requesting" a withdrawal from Peking 
of the foreign business establish- 
ments. He says that Peking is not a 
treaty port; that foreign 
business 


houses have been illegally established 
there, and that all such should Le re- 
moved to treaty ports. He desires the 
ministers to secure their removal. The 
ministers have arranged for a meeting 
on the request of Dr. Mumm Von 
Schwartzenstein, German minister, to 
endeavor to agree upon joint repre- 
sentations in opposition to Prince 
Ching's demand. A controversy re- 
garding the payment of octroi by for- 
eign merchants appears to have pre- 
cipitated the issue. One foreign house 
doing a large business with the Chi- 
nese objected to the octroi tax, argu- 
ing that the goods were for the use of 
the legations. 


Prince Ching points out that goods 


required by the legations can be or- 
dered by them from treaty ports, and i 
when so ordered are not dutiable. The 
foreign business community in* Pe- 
king, although small, is important. Its 
presence is essential to the comfort 
and convenience of the legations, and 
its members hope their status may 
now be definitely settled. 


When the demands to be included 


in the protocol were framed, Mr. Con- 
ger proposed including the opening of 
Peking to foreign trade. This sugges- 
tion was favored by a majority of the 
ministers of the powers, but M. De 
Gtiers, Russian minister, opposed it so 
strongly that the question >was drop- 
ped because of the necessity of unan- 
imity. The provision of the protocol 
in article 11 for revising commercial 
treaties affords an opportunity for re- 
opening Peking, which the ministers 
are considering. 


Two Buildings Wrecked. 


Erie, Pa., Oct. 10.—A large boiler in 


the brass foundry of the Hayes Manu- 
facturing company exploded with ter- 
rific force and completely demolished 
the 3-story brick building in which it 
stood. 
Adjoining this building and 


directly back of the Liebel House, 
which fronts on State street, was an- 
other 3-story brick connected with the 
hotel by a covered passageway across 
the alley. The hotel annex was also 
demolished, nothing but a side wall 
remaining. At the time of the esplo- 
^ionjupper_was^being_ served, and six 
girls w!S were* in"the'^kitchen" were 
carried down in the wreck. The girls 
were rescued, severely injured. Mrs. 
Ella Dolan, cook.and Frances Levens- 
buski, silver girl, are probably fatally 
hurt. The cause of the boiler explo- 
sion is unknown. The damage to the 
Hayes Manufacturing company and to 
the hotel is about ?50,000. 


Colossal School of Technology. 


Pittsburg, Oct. 10. — In developing 


the proposition made by Andrew Car- 
negie at the exercises incident to 
founder's day last year, the trustees 
of Carnegie institute adopted a p^an 
for the erection of one of the largest 
and most complete schools of technol- 
ogy in the world. The proposed school 
will be built at a cost of several mil- 
lion dollars by Mr. Carnegie, and he 
will also be asked to give at least 
$5,000,000 for maintenance. 
The city 


of Pittsburg will be asked to contrib- 
ute 60 acres of ground for a site. 


American Nurseries. 


Washington, Oct. 10.*—The 
census 


bureau has announced the prelimi- 
nary statistics of the cultivation on 
farms and sales of trees and other 
nursery stocks. 
It shows that the 


total number of farms making the 
cultivation 
of trees their principal 


business June 1, 1900, was 703, the 
total value of such farms being ?8,- 
227,322. Of southern states named in 
the list Alabama has 22 farms worth 
$179,300, and Arkansas had 47 farms 
worth $101,455.
